BANKS INSTRUCTED 


Federal Reserve Urges 
Small Institutions To 
Accept Federal Aid.

WASHINGTON, April 
The federal reserve system has thrown 
its prestige and 
new movement to rescue business from 
the grip of economic adversity. 

It has instructed its member 
banks that they will be expected to 
increase their use of the broadened 
credit facilities provided by recent leg- 
islation. It has decided to stimulate 
its own purchase of government se- 
curities in point of both volume and 
rate, 

George L. Harrison. governor of the 
New York federal reserve banks, tes- 
tifying today before the house banking 
committee, said the decision on gov- 
ernment security buying was reached 
at a meeting of the reserve board yes- 
terday. 

His statement had a_ prompt 
action in the New. York money mar- 
ket. Coincident with it came the un- 
usually large reduction of one-half of 
1 per cent in bankers’ acceptance yield 
rates. This was viewed as an attempt, 
to increase the market supply of such 


portfolios. 

Resentment has been aroused in 
both congressional and administration 
circles by reports that strong banks! 
throughout the country have refrained ' 
from rediscounting under the provi- 
sions of the Glass-Steagall bill, but in- ’ 
stead have continued their policy of 
remaining as liquid as possible. 

The effort toward complete liquid- 
ity, it was said in a high official quar- | 
‘ter, has caused banks to call 
‘secured loans instead’ of pow Fh aye

Ransom Bank Note Found 

in New York; Norfolk 
Negotiators Also Are 
Optimistic. 


HOPEWELL, N. J.. April 13.—(/) 
|The 72-year-old “Jafsie” of the Lind- 
bergh case vigorously went in quest 
‘of new contacts with the kidnapers 


of one of the bills he used in a fu- 
tile $50,000 ransom payment. 

Still confident of his ability to ne- 
gotiate further with the abductors, 
the retired educator, Dr. John F. 
Condon, appeared and _ disappeared 
from his New York home with amaz- 
ing rapidity. 

Meantime, a New York housewife, 
whose interest in the fate of the stolen 
son of the Lindberghs led her to 


check the numbers on her husband's 
currency, gave authorities a new clue 
to pursue. 

Mrs. David Isaacs found a $20 bill 
her husband had obtained at a branch 
bank bore one of the numbers an- 
nounced by the treasury. Officials 
of the bank were able to say only 
that the bill came to them either 
Monday, April 4, or the following day. 
A formal statement confirmed this 
ufternoon that the ransom was paid 
Saturday, April 2. 

Large Problem. 

Since the bank’s customers number- 
-ed more than 1,500 persons on each 
of the two days the problem of trac- 
ing the bill further was a large one. 
Police and secret service agents joined 
in the hunt. 

Dr. Condon said early in the day 
that he both “had and has” means of 
reaching the kidnapers. 

He said he knew nothing of an ad- 
vertisement signed “Jafsie” . appears 
ing in a Washington newspaper, 
which read: 

“Ato yes will work with you alone 
and tell nobody. Jafsie.” 

“Probably somebody is 
name,” said Dr. Condon. 

Dr. Condon’s trips from his home 
were made in a car driven by Ralph 
Acker, a son-in-law.

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Lives Alone With Belovéd Dogs

()—Bill Creen, 69, aged and broken 
in health, lives with his dogs at the 
state ae farm here awaiting the 
end of a life sentence for murder. 
Creen entered the farm in 1913 for 
slaying a man at Columbus,

For 
many years Creen stood at the front 
gate of the men’s dormitory and per- 
mitted ingress and egress of the pub- 
lic and trusty prisoners...

“Uncle Bill,” as he is known to 
every prisoner and officials, has 
sought commutation twice without 
success.

ports along the Gulf of Mexico and 
into the Mississippi river by a Geor- 
gia and Florida group, was tentatively 
adoptetl today by the house rivers ayd 
harbors committee.

It would 
extend from Choctawatchee bay to 
West Bay, Fla., and would form an 
eastward extension of the intracoastal 
waterway. :

In Japan. 


Another Japanese peer, Dr. Baron 
Takuma Dan, has been shot and killed, 
just as he entered the palatial build- 
ing of one of the world’s largest hold- 
ing companies of which he was a di- 
rector. There have been a whole se- 
ries of such assassinations in Japan. 

The young man who killed Dr. Dan 
seems to have been of chauvinist-na- 
tionalistic sentiments. He considered, 
so he told the police, that Dr. Dan 
was not aggressive enough in his at- 
titude to foreign nations. He had 
counselled peace and arbitration in 
in the Chinese muddle. For this crime, 
for a crime it is in the eyes of the sa- 
ber rattlers, the peer was shot down. 

There are plenty of indications that 
Japan is moving toward a stormy pe- 
riod.

Japanese soldiers, returning from 
Manchuria, were told to be ready to 
stand to for internal troubles, the New 
York Times reports. They fear rad- 
ical outbreaks in Japan, possible at- 
tempts at revolution. And so the only 
answer is: get ready, sharpen the bay- 
onets, oil the machine guns, polish up 
the bombing planes. The existing or- 
der must be maintained. 

But is the existing order worth 
maintaining? That is the question 
which millions and millions of human 
beings are asking themselves.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—(/)— 
Behind a placid surface, warm con- 
troversy boiled up today in the sen- 
ate banking committee over the future 
conduct of its investigation of the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

With future hearings postponed un- 
til next Monday, opposing lines were 
drawn in committee over the selec- 
tion of counsel to direct the inquiry. 

One oup in the committee de- 
manded the appointment of Samuel 
Untermyer, veteran New York attor- 
ney and critic of the exchange, but 
administration followers were openly 
against the proposal. 

Hidden deep in the controversy was 
a difference of opinion how the in- 
vestigation should be conducted. It 
was started, with administration sup- 
port, in an attempt to unearth re- 
ported “bear raids” to depress the 
market.

ENDORSED IN NEBRASKA 

LINCOLN, Neb., April 13.—(4)— 
Nebraska democrats have acclaimed 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for president 
and Charles W. Bryan for governor. 

With the unofficial primary elec- 
tion returns from three-fourths of the 
state reported, the New York gov- 
ernor had a lead of nearly 2 to 1 over 
the combined preferential vote for 
Speaker John N. Garner and Gover- 
nor William H. Murray.

Ritchie. for years an outstanding 
anti-prohibition leader, devoted but a 
brief paragraph to this issue which 
forms one of the cornerstones of his 
presidential campaign. Chief interest 
in the prohioition controversy at the 
democratic party was in the referen- 
‘dum proposal of former Governor 
| Byrd, of Virginia. 

Declaring that he always had sup- 
| ported prohibition, Byrd said, however, 
“IT am willing to stand firmly upon 
| the fundamental democratic principle 
‘that the people themselves have the 
right to decide it, and whenever de- 
sired by a substantial proportion of 
‘our people they should be given the 
opportunity to do so.” 

Under his amendment, when con- 
gress approved repeal of modification 
of the eighteenth amendment, then the 
people of the states would vote on the 
issue. Two-thirds of congress is re- 
quired for approval of an amendment 
and three-fourths of the states would 
then have to approve it in direct elec- 
tions. ere is now no machinery for 
such a referendum or for such repeal 
of a constitutional amendment. Now, 
ratification must he by legislatures or 
conventions in’ three-fourths of the 
states. 

“A constitutional amendment suab- 
mitted to legislatures does not enable 
a direct expression from the a ae 
neither does an amendment submitted 
to state conventions,” Byrd said.

Another Japanese peer, Dr. Baron 
Takuma Dan, has been shot and killed, 
just as he entered the palatial build- 
ing of one of the world’s largest hold- 
ing companies of which he was a di- 
rector. There have been a whole se- 
ries of such assassinations in Japan. 

The young man who killed Dr. Dan 
seems to have been of chauvinist-na- 
tionalistic sentiments. He considered, 
so he told the police, that Dr. Dan 
was not aggressive enough in his at- 
titude to foreign nations. He had 
counselled peace and arbitration in 
in the Chinese muddle. For this crime, 
for a crime it is in the eyes of the sa- 
ber rattlers, the peer was shot down. 

There are plenty of indications that 
Japan is moving toward a stormy pe- 
riod. Trade and commerce have been 
badly ,hit by the Chinese boycott. 
Businéss is ruined. The military ex- 
pedition in Manchuria and the Yangt- 
se valley has not produced the desired 
results. Unemployment is rampant 
and with it suffering and misery. 


Japanese soldiers, returning from 
Manchuria, were told to be ready to 
stand to for internal troubles, the New 
York Times reports. They fear rad- 
ical outbreaks in Japan, possible at- 
tempts at revolution. And so the only 
answer is: get ready, sharpen the bay- 
onets, oil the machine guns, polish up 
the bombing planes. The existing or- 
der must be maintained. 

But is the existing order worth 
maintaining? That is the question 
which millions and millions of human 
beings are asking themselves.

The administration was attacked 
on its “extravagance,” for its failure 
to provide unemployment relief, for 
its stand on prohibition, for its “slow- 
ness” in bringing forward depression 
relief measures by these and other 
speakers. They included Governor 
George White, of Ohio, Governor Al- 


bert C. Ritchie, of Maryland, both list- 
ed among the democratic presidential 
hopefuls: Senate Democratic Floor 
Leader Joseph T. Robinson, Arkan- 
sas; House Leader Henry T. Rainey, 
Illinois; Jouett Shouse, chairman of 
the national democratic executive com- 
mittee; Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, for- 
mer governor 0° Wyoming, and Mrs. 
Mary T. Norton, New Jersey con- 
gresswoman. Mrs. Norton spoke out 
also against prohibition. 
Raskob Hits “Extravagance.” 

Chairman John J. Raskob, of the 
national committee, who kept some- 
what in the* background, also de- 
nounced republican “extravagance” in 
a brief speech at a morning session at 
which campaign fund and political re- 
ports were received. 

Shouse and other leaders sought to 
keep the meeting harmonious and 
away from the Smith-Roosevelt feud © 
which lurked in the background. 
Shouse appealed for a united ‘party 
front in support of whoever is nomi- 
nated at Chicago in a secret meeting 
which started the day's proceedings. 

Newton D. Baker, of Ohio, also 
listed among the candidates for the 
nomination, conducted a memorial 
service for Woodrow Wilson at his 
tomb in Washington cathedral, but 
confined his speech there to a lauda- 
tion of the war president, and skirted 
very carefully around the League of 
Nations controversy. 

He did not mention the League by 
name. 

Smith’s speech climaxed a day of 
political oratory at the closing ban- 
quet at night, which followed a lunch- 
eon meeting at which party leaders 
from all parts of the country listened 
to a whole round of addresses. He 
carried the surprise, as usual, in his 
debt plan, the only fresh idea ad- 
vanced at the session here. 

Pleads. for Prohi Stand. 

But the former New York governor 

went beyond this and his plea for a 


‘decided stand on prohibition to urge: 


Formation of an expert tariff com- 
mission to revise tariff rates, as ad- 
vocated in 1928, 

A “thorough-going reorganization of 
e government's machinery” to pre- 
vent overlapping. 

A government bond issue to finance 
publie construction to aid the unem- 
ploved. 

The country, he said, will have to 
come out of the depression gradually, 
adding “there is no such thing as wav- 
ing the magie wand.” 

Smith boldly asserted himself in his 
role of titular leader of the party by 
some very plain. words about its pro- 
cedure, 

“Some democrats say ‘give us a 
short convention’, others say, ‘nomi- 
nate a candidate against whom noth- 
ing can be said while there cannot 
be much said for him’,” the 1928 can- 
didate told the party leaders. 

* “The disposition to gloss over con- 
troversial questions in an attempt to 
please both sides of the argument will 
bring forth a meaningless document. 
a colorless candidate and a weakened 
party. Expediency will win nothing 
for democracy. 

Urges Vigorous Platform. 

“It would be better that the con- 
vention remain in session all summer 
and give to the people a_ vigorous, 
strong, clearly defined platform, and 
candidates capable of fighting for it, 
than to hurry away from Chicago 
with a half-baked proposal to offer 
to the people of the country. 

‘We will not win and we shall not 
even deserve to win if we turn our 
national convention into a cheap con- 
spiracy to obtain the spoils of public 
office.” 

Byrd joined Smith in a plea for a 
brief, concise platform that the “man 
on the street” can understand. 

Cox made a ringing demand for 
public men who are “unafraid” of 
votes, for a straightforward “yes and 
no’ attitude on the part of public 
officials and aspirants for office in- 
stead of the “but ifs” of the poli- 
tician. His remarks were interpreted 
as aimed at the soldier bonus fight 
in congress, with the political pres- 
sure behind it. 

“Men unafraid of bullets gave their 
lives to save the country,” he declar- 
ed. “Can't public men become un- 
afraid of votes to save their country?” 

He brought the assembled party 
leaders to their feet in the large ball- 
room where the dinner took place 
with a toast: 

“The nation, its honor must and 
will be preserved.” 

Both Smith and Cox kept away 
from much direct denunciation of the 
republican administration. Cox made 
a general plea for statesmanship, 
while Smith said, very frankly: 

“Fault-finding with the republican 
administration in a party platform is 


a waste of time and of space which 


had better be devoted to constructive 
proposals, The ordinary citizen of the 
United States requires no denuncia- 
tion of the republican administra- 
tion because he feels the effects of it 
daily in his business and in his home.” 
Ritchie Assails Hoover. 

Ritchie, however, struck straight 
from the shoulder. 

He accused President Hoover of 
waiting too long in proposing meas- 
ures to relieve the depression, of fail- 
ing to do anything about economy un- 
til the democrats had forced him into 
and charged the administration 
generally with “mismanagement” and 
“exfravagance.” 

“We have a surplus of wheat when 
American citizens need food, a surplus 
of cotton with a deficit of clothes. and 
more than eight million men and wom- 
en anxious t» work but compelled to 
walk the streets in idleness and seek 
charity in order to survive,” Ritchie 
declared. 

Ritchie advocated repeal of the pro- 
hibition laws and a tax on liquor as a 
means of raising revenue to balance 
the budget, saying this “would relieve 
the tax oppressed American citizen 
of still 
more taxes when he has more than he 
can bear already.” 

Byrd's Proposal. 

Ritchie. for vears an ontstanding 
anti-prohibition leader, devoted but a 
brief paragraph to this issue which 
forms one of the cornerstones of his 
presidential campaign. Chief interest 
in the prohioition controversy at the 
democratic party was in the referen- 
dum proposal of former Governor 
Byrd, of Virginia. 

Declaring that he always had sup- 
ported prohibition, Byrd said, however, 
“T am willing to stand firmly upon 
the fundamental democratic principle 
that the people themselves have the 
right to decide it, and whenever de- 
sired by a substantial proportion of 
our people they should be given the 
opportunity to do so.” 

Under his amendment, when con- 
gress approved repeal of modification 
of the eighteenth amendment, then the 
people of the states would vote on the 
issue. Two-thirds of congress is re- 
quired for approval of an amendment 
and three-fourths of the states would 
then have to approve it in direct elec 
tions. ere is now no machinery for 
such a referendum or for such repeal . 
of a constitutional amendment. Now, 
ratification must he by legislatures or 
conventions in three-fourths of the 
states. 

“A constitutional amendment suab- 
mitted to legislatures does not enable 
a direct expression from the people; 
neither does an amendment submitted

Another Japanese peer, Dr. Baron 
Takuma Dan, has been shot and killed, 
just as he entered the palatial build- 
ing of one of the world’s largest hold- 
ing companies of which he was a di- 
rector. There have been a whole se- 
ries of such assassinations in Japan. 

The young man who killed Dr. Dan 
seems to have been of chauvinist-na- 
tionalistic sentiments. He considered, 
so he told the police, that Dr. Dan 
was not aggressive enough in his at- 
titude to foreign nations.

Japanese soldiers, returning from 
Manchuria, were told to be ready to 
stand to for internal troubles, the New 
York Times reports. They fear rad- 
ical outbreaks in Japan, possible at- 
tempts at revolution. And so the only 
answer is: get ready, sharpen the bay- 
onets, oil the machine guns, polish up 
the bombing planes. The existing or- 
der must be maintained.

White Opposes Hasty Action. 

Councilman John A. White, who 
was one of the signers of the call for 
the special meeting, took the floor 
against hurried action, saying that 
while he favors election of the police 
chief by council, “it is a question as 
to whether we should take such action 
at this time.” Wrangling in the police 
department should be cut out, White 
agreed, “but I will not vote for this 
paper unless it lies on the table until 
Monday.” White expressed belief that 
council should wait for the: mayor's 
return before acting on the ordinance. 
“Beavers should withdraw his charges 
and both men should resigh for the 
best interests of the city,” White said. 
“We should put a man in office who 
would promote harmony ... a man 
who pays no attention to petty 
polities.” 

Alderman G, Everett Millican, here- 
tofore recognized as an administration 
leader, spoke for the paper's imme- 
diate passage, warning council that 
“if it is not passed until Monday, it 
will be vetoed by the mayor. 

“How about its passage tonight? 
Won't it be vetoed anyway?” asked 
Councilman Joe FE. Berman. 

“I don’t know about that,” Millican 


said, 
Berman Urges Caution. 

Berman expressed hope that “we 
will not be rushed into impetuous ac- 
tion in this matter.” Berman said 
that council should have time to study 
the paper before placing it on second 
reading, “Last year the police com- 
mittee was willing to function with 
the right of appointing the chief, but 
members of last year’s committee now 
(lo not seem to have that viewpoint,” 
Berman said,

Millican Recites “History.” 

Speaking on the White paper, Mil- 
lican said that it should be tabled, In 
support of this recommendation he re- 
cited ‘‘some police history.” 

‘‘In 1931 there were five members 
of the police committee who went 
down to the police station known as 
Beavers’ men. At the end of the year 
I still was a Beavers man,” Millican 
said. “But, I thought that we should 
have a new chief, even if he came 
from outside of the department. It 
developed that the chief of detectives 
was not co-operating and I tried for 
12 months to get Beavers to prefer 
charges. I went to Beavers in the 
latter part of last year and asked and 
begged him to keep his job. The 1931 
committee would be back on the job 
now if we had agreed to support a 
certain mgn for chief. 

“We should iron out the police diffi- 
culties net-on the basis of efficiency, 
but on the fact that men in the de- 
partment are known as Beavers or 
Poole men. I have the highest regard 
for Chief Beavers. The chief of detec- 
tives, from the standpoint of ability 
and efficiency, has years of service in 
him yet. And now we propose to pen- 
sion one to get rid of the other—retire 
one man to get rid of one we do not 
like. Lots could be said-abont this 
kind of trading, or compromising. Last 
them shaking hands. This 
matter has” gotten beyond ‘sour 
grapes.’ It's now armatter of what is 
best for the city.” 

Adjournment Voted. 

After White's paper was_ tabled. 
Councilman Ellis Barrett moved that 
Bowden's paper be tabled also, Dur- 
ing a discussion of that proposal Coun- 
cilman White moved that “we not meet 
tonight.’ and Councilman ‘Turner 
Loehr moved that “all reference to this 
meeting be expunged from the record.” 

Alvin 
Richards, presiding, ruled Barrett's 
motion out of order, and a move to 
adjourn prevailed.

“Some democrats say ‘give us a 
short convention’, others say, ‘nomi- 
nate a candidate against whom noth- 
ing can be said while there cannot 
be much said for him’,” the 1928 can- 
didate told the party leaders. 

“The disposition to gloss over con- 
troversial questions in an attempt to 
please both sides of the argument will 
bring forth a meaningless document. 
a colorless candidate and a weakened 
party. Expediency will win nothing 
for democracy. 

Urges Vigorous Platform. 

“It would be better that the con- 
vention remain in session all summer 
and give to the people a_ vigorous, 
strong, clearly defined platform, and 
candidates capable of fighting for it, 
than to hurry away from Chicago 
with a half-baked proposal to offer 
to the people of the country. 

‘We will not win and we shall not 
even deserve to win if we turn our 
national convention into a cheap con- 
spiracy to obtain the spoils of public 
office.” 

Byrd joined Smith in a plea for a 
brief, concise platform that the ‘‘man 
on the street” can understand. 

Cox made a ringing demand for 
“unafraid” of 
votes, for a straightforward “yes and 
no” attitude on the part of public 
officials and aspirants for office in- 
stead of the “but ifs” of the poli- 
tician. His remarks were interpreted 
as aimed at the soldier bonus fight 
in congress, with the political pres- 
sure behind it. 

“Men unafraid of bullets gave their 
lives to save the country,” he declar- 
el. “Can't public men become un- 
afraid of votes to save their country?” 

He brought the assembled party 
leaders to their feet im the large bali- 
room where the dinner took place 
with a toast: 

“The nation, its honor must and 


'will be preserved.”

Cox made 
plea for statesmansbip, 

“Fault-finding with the republican 
administration in a party platform is 
a waste of time and of space which 
had better be devoted to constructive 
proposals. The ordinary citizen of the 
Tinited States requires no denuncia- 
tion of the republican administra- 
tion because he feels the effects of it 
daily in his business and in his home.” 

Ritchie Assails Hoover. 

Ritchie, however, struck straight 
from the shoulder. 

He accused President Hoover of 
waiting too long in proposing meas- 
ures to relieve the depression, of fail- 
ing to do anything about economy un- 
til the democrats had forced him into 
it, and charged the administration 
generally with “mismanagement” and 
“exfravagance.” 

“We have a surplus of wheat when 
American citizens need food, a surplus 
of cotton with a deficit of clothes, and 
more than eight million men and wom- 
en anxious t+ work but compelled to 
walk the streets in idleness and seek 
charity in order to survive,” Ritchie 
declared. 

Ritchie advocated repeal of the pro- 
hibition laws and a tax on liquor as a 
means of raising revenne to balance 
the budget, saying this “would relieve 
the tax oppressed American citizen 
from this added oppression of still 
more taxes when he has more than he 
can bear already.” 

Byrd's Proposal. 

Ritchie. for years an outstanding 
anti-prohibition leader, devoted but a 
brief paragraph to this issue which 
forms one of the cornerstones of his 
presidential campaign. Chief interest 
in the prohioition controversy at the 
democratic party was in the referen- 
dum proposal of former Governor 
Byrd, of Virginia. 

Declaring that he always had sup- 
ported prohibition, Byrd said, however, 
“IT am willing to stand firmly upon 
the fundamental democratic principle 
that the people themselves have the 
right to decide it, and whenever de- 
sired by a substantial proportion of 
our people they should be given the 
opportunity to do so.” 

Under his amendment, when con- 
gress approved repeal of modification 
of the eighteenth amendment, then the 
people of the states would vote on the 
issue. Two-thirds of congress is re- 
quired for approval of an amendment 
and three-fourths of the states would 
then have to approve it in direct elec- 
tions. There is now no machinery for 
such a referendum or for such repeal 
of a constitutional amendment. Now, 
ratification must be by legislatures or 
conventions in three-fourths of the 
states.

Credit for the best and worst cakes 
that come out of our kitchen ovens 
has for yeare been laid at the door of 
luek—poor luck one day and good luck 
another.

The method of 
cooking used depends on the kind and 
quality of the meat purchased. 
tender cuts of meat, from little used 
portions of the meat animal, may be 
successfully cooked by dry heat, such 
as broiling or roasting. The tougher 


cuts, although equally nutritious and 


often better-flavored, need longer, 
slower. moister methods of cooking. 
Since meat is protein food, even the 
tenderest and choicest cuts may be 
ruined by too high a temperature. 
Searing. 

Both nutritive value and flavor are 
retained in meat by searing the sur- 
face at the beginning of the cooking.

Meat baked in the oven is called a 
roast.

Boiling or Simmering. 

Boiling is an incorrect word to use 
in meat cookery, because meat should 
never he “boiled.” Simmer is. the 
term to use.

Coconut Layer Cake—Two cups) 
sifted cake flour, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1) 
cup sugar, 1-3 cup milk, 2 teaspoons | 
double acting baking powder, 2-3 cup! 
butter, 3 eggs unbeaten, 1 teaspoon | 
vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- | 
ing powder and sift together three! 
times. Cream butter thoroughly, add | 
sugar gradually, and cream together | 
until light and fluffy. Add eggs, one | 
at a time, beating well after each | 
addition. Add. flour alternately with | 
milk, a small amount at a time. Beat! 


well after each addition. Add vanilla. | J. L. 


Bake in two greased 9-inch layer pans 
in moderate oven. 375 degrees, 25 to 
30 minutes. Double recipe to make 
three 10-inch layers. Spread your fa-' 
vorite frosting between layers and on | 
top and sides of cake. Sprinkle each | 
layer and outside of cake thickly with | 
moist coconut while frosting is still | 
soft. 


Colored Party Biscuits. | 

Two and one-fourth cups cake flour, 
4 teaspoons baking powder, 1-2 tea- | 
spoon salt, 1-2 cup shortening, fruit | 
coloring, 2-3. cup milk, 1 egg. 

Method: Sift dry ingredients, cut) 
in shortening, add fruit coloring and | 
milk to which egg has been added. | 
Knead, pat to 1-4-inch thickness and | 
eut with cookie cutter. Place on 
cookie sheet and chill in refrigerator | 
for aun hour or more.

ter or other shortening, 1 egg. well 
beaten;.1 teaspoon vanilla, 1-2 cup 
brown sugar, firmly packed. ! 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt ‘and sift again. 
Cream butter thoroughly, add sugar 
gradually and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add egg, then flour, 


alternately with milk, a small amount 
at a time. Beat after each addition 
until smooth. Add vanilla. Melt 4 
tablespoons butter in iron skillet, add 
brown sugar and stir until melted, 
add pineapple and pour batter over 
mixture. Bake in moderate oven 350 
degrees 30 minutes.
